Freedom of the Press 

(Southern California Daily Trojan) 

A State-controlled press in Italy 
^grinds out tha news that Musso- 
lini wants tha Italians to read. 

In Russia the Uravda and other 
government organs provide carofully 
censored information. 

So, in European countries, where 
democratic government ia rare and 
dictatorial laadars rule by force, are 
newspapers bought, suppressed, or 
otherwise controlled. For a govern- 
ment to show its hand in the press, 
means but ona thing: that its policies 
are such that they will not stand up 
under the glare of publicity which 
would show up tha faults, outline tho 
defects, and thrust into view those 
practices which readers would rac- 
ag^iiaa as incompatible to good gov- 
ernment. 

/ Alarmists have cried out against 
the dictatorial powers granted to 
President Roosevelt, and have point- 
ed to the dangers present in placing 
so much authority into one person’s 
hands. True, there are dangara, but 
we can feel safe from any miauas of 
power as long aa the newspapers of 
the nation are free to discuss and 
criticise governmental polieies. Only 
when the press ia muxtiad and the 
voice of the party in power replaces 
editorial Judgment need the people 
fear for their liberty. 

The Roosevelt administration has 
opportunity to use its influence in 
telling editors what to print, through 
the licenaing provisions of the Na- 
tional Recovery Act, but there is lit- 
tle doubt that the President will go 
so far as to infringe on the right of 
newspapers to publish whatever they 
see fit. America is as free in this 
regard as It ever was. 

On the college campus, freedom of 
the praaa and the right of an editor 
to enlighten, criticUa, and educate Is 
Just aa important to good govern, 
mant as tha privilaga and duty of 
publle nswspapars to keep tha work- 
ings of the administration before the 
citlaens. There can be no different 
standard of freedom. 

Waa it not Thomas Jefferson who 
“W that a free praaa ia mare essen- 
tia] to good government than repre- 
sentative government?

Stokowski Conducts 
Symphony Tonight 

Philadelphia Orchestra Plays 
in First Coneert of Wash- 
ington Series 

Tonight the Philadelphia Orchestra 
will play the first conurt in its Wuh- 
Ington seriss. The concert will begin 
promptly at 8:45 and one of iti con- 
ductor's idiosyncracies is that no late- 
comer shall be admitted until after the 
flret number. 

The T. Arthur Smith Concert Bureau 
In Homer Kitte' music store offers su- 
Bon tickets ordinarily selling for $7.50 
to students for $8. 

The conductor, Leopold Stokowski, 
is one of the most fascinating charac- 
tsrs in the musical world. Re hu a 
taut, mettlesome figure. His face is 
complieatsd by the pointed mockery of 
e faun and the sharp monlding of an 
Intellectual. He never wears a hat. 
But he chooMS his clothes with ears. 
Form la his fetish, and a hsksd, dra- 
matic simplicity. 

In the works of some compdsere, 
Stokowski cannot be excelled; Debnuy, 
for inetenee, or the Ruesiens. His 
Stravinsky re-creations are extremely 
brilliant and perfectly polished. He ie, 
again, a master of masters in Beeh. 
On the other side of the scale we find 
Tschalkowsky. Hr. Prince in the 
American Mercury uys of him that 
“in Tsehsikowsky he hits bottom. Here 
his penchant for exaggeration in dy- 
. namics and shifting <a emphuU are 
given fcdl rein, leaving one mth the 
ume Imprmsion one would get from 
reading a racy novel with the dirty 
passages underlined in red ink." 

Hts conducting is, technically, ad- 
mlrabla; his but clear, forceful, and 
restrained. While in his tempo he 
grows more and more inclined to harsh 
contrasts rather than nuances, he is in 
the field of dynamics the peer of any 
living conductor. 

Stokowski dsmsnds perfection from 
every player. He un make his violins 
play trills in complete unison. He will 
Interrupt the practice of e conoerto to 
■ey that the fourth violin played B fiat 
instud of B sharp. He often compels 
a man to reput his part asparately. 
It Is generally felt that he is a just 
taekmester. He rides his men with a
